MotoritUMiutNowi'T' 
Stop Before Passing *O 
Over Railway Lines 
New 


A new law which wa«t adopted by 


the recent General Assembly and of 
which the motoring public generally 
appears to be unfamiliar, la that 
which compels all autbmobllists to 
come to a dead stop before crossing 
railway tracks which cross the public 
road. The bill, known aa House Bill 
*26. was approved on March 26th, 
and io designed to reduce crossing 
fatalities so frequently recorded. It 
ia understood here that the bill was 
passed aa emergency legislation, and 
thus became effective on the date of 
ts approval. 
Major Josph B. Anderson provided 


<t copy of the bill to a reaorter today, 
and it is given in full heretinder for 
the guidance of motorists: 
1. 
Be it enacted by the General 


Assembly of Virginia, Jhat except ia 
cities and incorporated towns and vil- 
lages of one thousand inhabitants or 
more, it shall be the. duty of every 
person driving any vehicle on a pub- 
[ic highway, in approaching a place 
where a railway crosses such public 
highway at grade, to atop before 
passing over «uch crossing, at a dis- 
tance of not less than ten feet nor 
more than 100 feet from the nearest 
rail of such railway track. Provided, 
that this act shall not apply to any 
public railway crossing at a grade on 
railway lines on which only purely lo- 
cal trains are operated. 
2. The provisions of^thls act .shall 


not change or alter m any manner 
the existing law as to the duty or lia- 
bility of railway companies for dtny,,- 
ages to persona or property. 
And 


failure to comply with the provision* 
of this act on the part of'the driver 
of the vehicle shall not be considered 
contributory negligence in an action

Gray Case Sent 
- 


To Grand Jury 


After Hearing 


After sevreal postponements, the 


caee of Charlie Gray, alleged negro 
bootlegger, was heard this morning In 
the mayor's court and sent to the 
grand Jury. Emmett Davis, who was 
with Gray at the time of the arrest, 
was also held f«T the grand jury. The 
two negroes were arrested several 
weeks ago in the act, it is alleged, 
of delivering a half gallon of whisky 
to George Govas, who operates £. 
restaurant on Union stre^a. This was 
Gray's third violation of the liquor 
law. The arrests were made by Ser- 
geant . Martin and Patrolman W. S. 
Edwards. 
Sergeant Martin testified that he 


had received information that some 
whisky was to be delivered to a res- 
taurant on North, Union street, and 
;hat he and Edwards had waited for 
about an hour and a half, when 
Charlie Cray, driving a large auto- 
mobile, drove up and stopped his car 
at a point near the corner of Main 
and Union streets and that Enunett 
Davis, who was seated beside Gray, 
took a package from between them 
and walked down the street to Govas' 
place. 
In a short time Gray drove 


the machine down to the restaurant. 
Davis came out and Gra-f went in. 
It was then that the officers took ac- 
tion. " Edwards took charge of Davis, 
while Sergeant Martin went Into the 
restaurant and placed Gray tinder ar- 
rest. 
Govas then had the package 


which proved later to be whisky, 
under his arm. 
Govas testified that he gave Gray 


the order for the whisky, and that it 
was delivered to him by Davis and 
that the latter had just handed it to 
him when Sergeant Martin came in. 


Davis made a denial of delivering 


whisky or any other package, to Go- 
vas. 
Women members of various law 
and order leagues, who were present 
on former dates at which the trial 
had been set for a hearing, did not 
make their appearance in court this 
morning. They were on hand on two 
previous occasions, when the trial 
was continued and apparently showed 
much interest in the case, owing to 
numerous complaints made by citi- 
zens relative to Gray's activities.

tional law confer widest immunities 
upon diplomats, their persons and es- 
tablishments on the ground that only 
by such safeguards can a diplomatic 
officer be of any real service to his 
own government. As far back at 1790 
Congress enacted laws in accord with 
those traditions. 
The laws on the 


point seem very explicit and 
far 


reaching. 
Section 4063 of the Revised Stat- 


utes provides that whenever any writ 
is sued out in any court, national or 
state, whereby the person of any 
minister received by the president is 
aVrested, "such writ or process shall 
be deemed void." 
Tbe next section goes further, pro- 


viding that whenever any such writ 
Is sued out "every person by whom 
the same Is obtained or prosecuted, 
whether as party or attorney, or so- 
licitor, and every officer concerned 
in executing it, shall be deemed a 
violator of the law of nations and a 
disturber of the public repose, and 
shall be Imprisoned for not more 
than three years and fined at the dis- 
cretion of the court." 


Of course, a point might be made 
that a proces sissued by a Senate 
committee is not strictly one eman- 
ating Irom a '"coudt" as described In 
the statute. But on the other hand it 
has been held that m such cases as 
that now under consideration 
the 


Senate committee 
is clothed with 
quasi-judicial powers, having power 
to compel testimony and cause the 
imprisonment of recalcitrant witness- 
es, as has been shown in many In- 
stances 
It has happened that resident dip- 


lomatic agents have been quite will- 
ing personally to respond to inquiries 
and supply their testimony to Am- 
erican courts, but It is also the fact 
that by the terms of International 
law they are strictly forbidden to do 
so except by special direction of their 
own governments, and this Is rarely 
given, even though miscarriage of 
justice occurs and criminals escape 
just punishment. 
In the present Instance It is well 


understood that Mr. Bahkmeteff has 
no disposition to protect the Cossack 
general from prosecution. 
The Rus- 


sian embassy had little to do with 
SemenofC when he passed through 
Washington recently on his way to 


sw York, where he had expected to 


take ship for Paris to meet the colony 
of adherents of the Kerensky regime 
and plan for the future. 
The em- 
bassy did give publicity to a state- 
ment made by Semenoff regarding 
his course in Siberia. But that was 
done with the deliberate purpose of 
putting on the record a positive dis- 
claimer by Semenoff that he had en- 
tered Into any compact with the Jap- 
anese to grant valuable concessions to 
them In' return for their assistance in 
overturning the Soviet forces In East- 
ern Siberia. Beyond that publication 
the embassy gave no sign of the 
existence of SemenofC. nor did it at- 
tempt to prevent his arrest In the 
ciUl process In Xew York. Involv- 
ing his confinement in Ludlow street 
jail. Though quite willing to tell all 
he knows of the doings of Semenoff 
in Siberia, whiht by. he way. Is said 
to be very little. Ambassador Bahk- 
nieteff believes that he can respond 
to such a call only through the State 
Department if he Is to be bound by 
the rules of diplomacy. 
There are other members of the 


diplomatic body here, however, who 
might be willing to consider the re- 
Hnquishment of some the immunities 
thrown around them by law In re- 
turn for the privilege of addressing 
themselves to the great committees 
of Congr^s on matters of Importance 
and interest to their own govern- 
ments. These are men of She more 
modern school-of diplomacy, believ- 
ing in direct methods and open ap- 
proach to the* officials who are fram- 
ing legislation that affects the inter- 
ests of their countries. Some of them 
are eager to pet before the ways and 
means committee and the Senate fin- 
ance committee on the tariff bill and 
endeavor to prevent -what they re- 
gard us serious injury to trade inter- 
ests through a lack ol understand-

There was th« CAM of British am- 


bassador, Hlr Auckland Oeddes. who 
on January 4, 1921. smarting under 
what he regained as a misrepresen- 
tation of the attitude of the Prltlsh 
government In the treatment of ca- 
blegram*, took the effective but Ir- 
regular couroo of sending a letter 
directly to Senator Kellog, giving the 
facts from the British standpoint and 
denying that the private Information 
contained In the cablegrams of Am 
erlcan business concerns was being 
clandestinely used for the informa- 
tion of British trade rivals. 


Developments 
in 
that 
direction 


were not viewed with satisfaction by 
the executive branch of the govern- 
ment. 
It was bad enough to have 


senators 
an,d representatives 
Influ- 


enced at times in opposition to the 
government's own policies by ambas- 
sadors and ministers not only in the 
course of the frequent meetings in 
the many social affairs, receptions, 
dinners 
and 
other 
entertainments 


which make up the Washington sea- 
son, but by the exchange of letters 
under guise of personal communica- 
tions. It could not be contemplated 
that such diplomatic agents should 
be permitted to deal directly with 
Congress. That same thought smack- 
ed too much of the days of Citizen 
Qenet, who was expelled from Am- 
erica by an Indignant president for 
openly addressing himself to Con- 
gress and the American people in an 
effort to drag the country Into war 
with England in 
the 
Interest of 


France. 


The objections of the administra- 


tion to such intercourse therefore are 
fundamental -and the present head of 
the State Department is understood 
to be ready to do everything neces- 
sary to stem the tide of congressional 
interference in diplomatic, negotia- 
tions outside of the regular 
chan- 


nels 
controlled by 
the 
executive 


branch of the government. The ob- 
jection to these irregular communi- 
cation applies not only to advances 
from the resident dlplolmatic corps 
toward Congress, but equally to moves 
by congressmen to mix in pending ne- 
gotiations by direct exchanges. 
It is by no means a party mat- 


ter, either, for as a matter of fact 
the Wilson administration was ex eh 
more resentful of such practices than 
the present. 
Soon after he assumed 


the office of secretary of state, Mr. 
Bryan did not hesitate to administer 
a sharp admonition to Senator Borah 
when the latter cabled directly to the 
president of Salvador in regard to the 
attitude of the Salvadorian govern- 
ment towards the treaty which was 
being negoiated for the regulaltion 
of the rights of Central American 
countries in the construction of an 
interoceanic canal across Nicaragua. 
President Cleveland sternly opposed 
congressional Interference in nego- 
tiations with foreign nations; Presi- 
dent "Wilson almost 
contempously 


spurned such attempts and the pres- 
ent administration :s evidently ap- 
prehensive over the situation. 
Probably for that reason It has 


been deemed timely to call a halt on 
such proceedings and hence the let- 
ter of Secretary Hughes to .the presi- 
dent of the Senate pointing out that 
the Russian ambassador is entitled 
to immtinity should be raised as to 
the status of Mr. Bahkmetef, as to 
whether or not he is really an, am- 
bassador It will be recalled by the ad- 
ministration that it Is fo rthe execu- 
tive alone and not Congress or the 
the courts to pass on th^t question, 
a3 the constitution of the United 
States defining the presidential pow- 
ers reads: "He shall receive ambas- 
sadors and other public ministers"

LLOYD GEORGE ONLY OPTIMIST 


AT GENOA CONFERENCE -

] 


GEXOA, April 25 —Lloyd George 


has patched up peace with the Ger- 
mans 
Thev tried to wreck his conference 


but he has shown the lengths to 
which he is w.lling-to go to keep the 
Genoa parley intact at least long 
enough to set together with the Rus- 
sians. 
The Germans are once more In offi- 
cial good standing—having accepted 
the all<es' demand that they with- 
draw from the commission discussing 
the Russian question. 
In effect their punishment for vio- 
lating the confidence of the allies was 
a slap on the wrist. They got what 
they wanted—a separate and advan- 
tageous treaty with Russia, which po- 
tentially is a threat to the rest of Eu- 
rope, in a. military as well as an eco- 
nomic way^ And the allies seem help- 
less to deliver a counter-stroke. 
Germany. . by double-crossing the 


allies, also made,jt much more diffi- 
cult for the allies to deal with the 
Kussians. 
If the Germans had not 


made a secret Russian treaty the al- 
lies aid the Russian probably would 
"have reached an agreement by this 
tim e. 


Difficulties row are greatly increas- 


ed, although XJoyd George insists he 
lias great confidence that an agree- 
ment will be reached. 
* 
The wor^t result o£ the German- 


Russian incident so far as this confer- 
ence is concerned is that it practically 
precludes accomplishing a"n economic 
settlement. 


Most, if not all, of the economic, 


financial and transportation questions 
will be referred either to the League 
of Nations or to a conference of In- 
ternational bankers to be called later, 
probably by the Bank of England, 
wifh the United States Federal Re- 
serve bank invited to join. 


It is admitted that questions of ex- 


change and currency inflation are for 
banking experts and not for states- 
men or politicians, and that they can- 
not be handled successfully at this 
kind of a conference.

DANIEL'S TOE 
DARWIN WITNESS 


NEW yORK, April, 24.—Darwin 


•was right according to Dr. Dudley J. 
Morton, an orthopedist who has just 
completed a study of the feet of John 
Daniels, the young gorilla, who after 
his death was turned over to the 
American Museum of Natural History. 
Careful dissection and study, Dr. Mor- 
ton told the New York Academy of 
Sciences at a recent meeting-, has 
shown that it was possible for evolu- 
tion to have converted the gorilla into 
men. 
The result of his stufly. Dr. 


Morton said, definitely removed what 
some had considered insurmountable 
obstacles to the theory of Darwin 
Bones of gorilla feet have been held 
to show that evolution into human feet 
•was an impossibility. 
Dr. G. S. Miller of the Xatlonal Mu- 
seum in Washington has analyzed the 
general situation. He brought out the 
obstacles that gorilla feet presented to 
the theory of our common origan in 
the anthropoid stock. 
In the first 


place he found that in gorilla feet the 
great toe is grasping, 1'ke a thumb, 
and the joint on which it moved is 
founded, so that it could not evolve. 
He found another reason for doubt- 
ing the Darwin theory in the fact that 
the length sf the toes in the anthro- 
poid compared with human fingers. 
In a talk before the Academy Dr. 


Morton used lantern slide to etolain 
h)s findings and took up Dr. Miller's 
statement". 
He -said it always had 
been contended that the great toe wa.= 
the faulty member which prevented 
evolution. 
To make evolution possi- 


ble, he said, the toe would have to be 
twisted 90 degrees., so that the "Ian- 
tar surface would be turned toward 
the ground as other anthropoid toes 
are. 


He found that In the gorilla foot, in- 
stead of the great toe being 100 per 
cent, to blame, there was a twisting 
of the metatarsal bones so that the 
four outer toes were twisted toward 
the great toe and the great tbe<twisted 
toward the outer. In other words, he 
Continued, instead of the great toe be- 
ing solely to blame, responsibility 
should be shared by the other toes. 


"In infant gorillas." Dr. Morton said 


"we have this twisting to a marked 
degree. 
It was distinctly diminish* 


in John Daniels, who was captured as 
an Infant and did not have the. oppor- 
ttmltv for tree climbing. Instead of 
.using Its feet to grasp with it there- 
fore had to use'them to walk on flat 
ground. Gorillas in adult life get too 
big to take to the trees and so In adult 
specimens we find this 'untwisting' has 
pone fully 50 per cent, toward the con- 
dition we find In human beings.
